The ‘tests made show that the new 
strain gan excel even the Marquis 
yield by as much as nine bushels an 
acre. It is quite evidently a superior 
variety to Marquis, judging by the 
y.eid reported for the last thrée years. 
Pro.essor Cutler states that the test 
in 1920 gave 49 bushels to the acre for 
Maiquis and 59 for Marquis IIE, which 
is the new Verne In 1921 the yield 
was 41 and 50-bushels respectively, 


while in 1922 it was 26 and 35, showing} | 


that in each year the new strain far 
exceeded the yeild of the well known 
Marquis wheat.

nS Gramophone That Talks 


A Wonderful Automatic device Invent- 
ed In Britain 

Seated in his office, the director of 
a city’s water supply desires to know 
the state of one of his reservoirs lying 
away. among the hills. He presses 
a button and places an ordinary tele- 
phone receiver to-his ear. “Six five 
half,” says a clear vyolce, and he 
knows that the depth of the water at 
that moment is 65% feet. 

There is no human being at the 
other end of the line. The . words 
that announce the depth of the water | 
are spoken by a gramophone attached 
to a wonderful automatic device in! 
vented in Britain. The record upon 
the machine contains strings of figures 
running in half feet from nought to 
the maximum depth of the reservoir. 
The needle is connected by means of 
a delicate pulley system to a float 
which rests upon the surface of the, 
water. As the float moves upwards 
or downwards the needle changes its 
position, hanging always over the 
groove in the record which contains 
the words stating-.the actual depth. 
When the chief presses his button afi 
electric current sets the disc in mo- 
tion and brings the needle into con- 
tact with it. As soon as the message 
has been delivered the record stops 
automatically, and the needie is 
raised. . Z

VITAMINES

The study of the correct prepar 
ation of foods and of the proper bal 
ance of the many kinds of nutrition fs 
being carried on by the government 
and by many of the sclentific institu 
tions In America. 

It has been proved beyond a doubt 
that a diet that lacks certain of the 
necessary elements of nutrition and of 
growth will always lower the bodily. 
resistance and will frequently cause 
such dis@ases as scurvy, rickets, pel- 
Jagra and beri-berl. These very neces- 
sary elements in 1006 are known as 
vitamines, 

The vitamines are unknown cheml 
cal substances that have been discov- 
ered by experimental feeding. They 
can be removed from foods by cheml- 
cal means and at present’are divided 
into groups known as fat-soluble “A” 
and water-soluble “B.” - 

These vitamines are called “un 
known” because their chemical for- 
mula has not yet been determined. 
Their effect has been proved by re- 
moving them from - food of known 
value and feeding this food to animals. 
The animals rapidly declined in 
weight and condition and died unless 
the vitamines were restored to their 
diet. These experiments haye called 
attention to many mystries of nutri- 
tion that will require years {6 solve. 

We can be quite certain that the 
less our food is tampered with before 
it comes to Us and the better we chew 
our food after we get it, the more 
surely we will have our share of vita- 
mines. : 

Many people suffer from a lack of 
these necessary food elements even 
though thelr food contains them in 
abundance because their ability to 
chew their food is not sufficient to pre- 
pare it for digestion and the vitamines 
are thrown out as waste products. 

If you wish to get the greatest bene- 
fit out of your food you must keep 
your teeth in good condition and in 
addition you must use them for all 
that they are worth.

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MIXED FARMING THE REM- 
EDY 

W. D. Albrizht, superintend- 
ent of Experimental Substation 
at Beaverbridge, Alberta, has 
issued a pamphlet dealing with 
conditions as he finds them in 
the Peace River district. In this 
pamphlet he reviews experi- 
ences which led up to present 
conditions, and offers sugges- 
tions for the remedy. 

As both the cause and the 
remedy can be applied to a con- 
siderable extent to all parts of 
the proivnce, we give osme. of 
Mr. Albright’s opinions. 

In the first place he is evident- 
ly of the opinion that the atti- 
vude of the people, in thought 
words and actions, plays no small 
part in the regulation of condi- 
tions. He says: “Optimism 
strengthens purpose. Pessimism 
paralyzes effort. Both are in- 
fectious. Toa large extent we 
make things good or bad accord- 
ing as we view our case with cour 
age or despair. The knocker is 
aJonah. He who makes one 
business success helps the whole 
business situation, This is no 
brief for the visionary optimist 
—the one who denies facts and 
calls black white. The West has 
been oversupplied with hypnot- 
ists of thatelk. The true optim- 
ist is he who faces facts squarely 
but tries at the same time to dis- 
cern the hopeful features of a 
situation and to make the most 
of thees. Such optimism is con- 
trusctive and helpful.” t 

. Mr. Albright thinks we are at 
preesnt in the torugh of the 
waves, He says: 

“Tf, however, it leads us to get 
a srip of ourselves and shape a 
future course less subject to 
speculative fever it will be as a 
cloud with a silver dining.”

As 
surely as the sun rises Alberta 
is going ahead nad there has 
never been a better time to get a 
sake in the country.

Direct vs. Indirect Taxation 


Quite a rumpus fs being ralsed in certain quarters over the tmposition of 
the twou-cént stamp tax on receipts given for amounts of ten dollars and over; 
and recently an attempt was made to stampede the Dominion Government into 


refraining from putting this tax into effect on January 1st as it was authoriz- 
ed to do by Parliament at its last. session, this attempt taking the form of an 
organized deluge of telegrams of protest addreSsed to the Prime Minister and 
all.to be delivered to him the same day. 

Whatever’ may be said for ot against this particular tax, it is nelther new 
in principle nor, asa inatter-of fact, new in this particular form, Stamp 
taxes on receipts are in yogue in many countries. They are not even new 
in Canada, because, many years ago before the war laid such a- huge burden 
of debt on the Dominion, this form of taxation was in effect. When the 
stamp tax on cheques was inaugurated, there were complaints, and these were 
renewed when the graduated cheque tax based on the amount for which a 
cheqye is drawn was put into force. ‘ 

2 a matter of facet, whenever any system of direct taxation is adopted 
there is public complaint, although, when the subject of taxation is discussed 
in the abstract, nine out of ten people will be found to frankly admit that 
direct taxes are the fairest and least expensive form of taxation. The trouble 
is that, in the case of direct taxes, people know they are paying taxes, where- 
as When the taxation is imposed through indirect methods people are in ignor- 
Pe of the amount of taxes they are paying, and frequently .do -not realize 
they are paying taxes at all: It is for this reason that indirect taxation is 
always populai with politicians,.even though the result is to impose heayler 
taxation than is necessary, and, worse still, even though other people are en- 
abled to increase their personal profits at the expense of the tax-paying public 
without the. public treasury reaping the benefit. 

When a man draws a cheque for fifty dollars or less and places a two-cent 
stamp on it he knows that the Dominion treasury has benefited to the full ex- 
tent of the tax thus paid by him. The same thing Is true of the receipt tax. 
No private or third party can get any take-off. The taxpayer pays and the 
Government get the whole amoynt he pays. The same holds true of the 
postage stamps he places'on letters or parcels, the stamp tax on matches, 
and the taxes pald on incomes, 

But when a man buys an imported article In a store costing One dollar 
and upon which a Customs duty is levied he, as a rule, considers he is:merely 
paying the proper selling price of the article. He does not, and in the major- 
ity of eases cannot, figure out how much of that dollar represents the actual 
value of the article in question, and.how much has been added on account of 
the tariff. Least of all does he know. how much of thé added price because 
of the tariff goes into the Dominion treasury and how much represents a 
super-tax imposed on him by the original importer, the wholesaler, jobber and 
retailer. Yet, if the article-in question has passed through several hands 
before reaching the ultimate purchaser, the chances are that the amount taxed 
such purehaser on the score of the tariff is from_50 to 75 per cent. greater 
than the Government receives, because each middleman has added his percent- 
age of profit, not on the original cost, but on the cost plus the tariff. Thus the 
indirect tex paid by the consumer increases like the proverbial snowball. 

Furthermore, the imposition of an indirect tax through the medium of a 
Customs tariff makes it possible for the domestic manufacturer and producer 
of articles of a class similar to the imported article to enhance the selling 
price of his untaxed goods to a figure approximating ‘to the price of the im- 
ported article. Inf all such cases the Government gets nothing at all in the 
way of revenue, but the public are paying handsomely just the same. 

These things are not possible in the case of direct taxes, and it is passing 
strange, therefore, that so many people criticize and grumble over the pay- 
ment of a direct tax—which, after all, comes back to them in public service 
of one kind or another—while at the same time viewing with a large degree 
of complacancy the more vicious, and heavier, indirect taxes of which the 
Government receives but a part of the total. - 

Direct taxes are infinitely preferable provided they are made as simple as 
possible, and the method of their collection comparatively inexpensive. And 
what can be simpHer than the affixing of a stamp to a cheque or receipt, and 
what could be cheaper—the cost to the Govérnment being nil beyond the 
actual engraving and sale of the stamp itself, 

Undoubtedly it is a matter of education, Before the war Canada had no 
direct taxes, except excise levied on liquors, tobacco, etc. The Dominion’s 
revenue was chiefly derived through Customs duties, and so Canadians got 
the idea they were the great untaxed nation of the world, Great Britain, on 


. the other hand, has always favored direct taxation, and it is admitted the 


world over that the British system is sound and productive of great revenues 
to the State. It is well that Canada should, more and more, follow Britain's 
example. At all events, our heavy war debt makes it imptrative that we do 
so for some considerable time at leagt, -
